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Pueblo Going Nuclear?

E veryone’s aglow about the 
prospect of nuclear power 
coming to southern Colorado. 
Given the ongoing plant disaster in 
Japan, it seems the timing for such a 
proposal could not be worse, though the 
plans for the 24,000-acre Clean Energy 
Park southeast of town were moving 
ahead well before then. 

Lawyer and local resident Don 
Banner is at the helm of the proposal, 
which would develop in three phases. 
At present, he’s seeking rezoning (a 
contentious subject in its own right) 
for the giant swath of land in eastern 
Pueblo County for a PUD, or Planned 
Unit Development. 

As Banner himself noted, there are 
scores of factors that would have to fall 
into place for his plan to work, only one 
of which is local support. But he claims, 
too, that the only way to bring together 
other green energy components of the 
park, such as wind, solar, biomass and 
geothermal, is to go nuclear, to the tune 
of a 1 ,000 megawatt plant, give or take 
a few watts. 

There’s plenty of hyperbole around 
such an explosive issue, so let’s set aside 
the Simpsons-like images of fish with 
three eyes long enough to get a little bit 
more perspective on what’s at stake. 

PRO 

It’s easy to hedge at plans for a 
nuclear power plant, reacting with 
a knee-jerk sense of fear. From 
Chernobyl to Three Mile Island, the 
fallout from a nuclear plant failure ain’t 
pretty. But Banner argues that the fears 
are generally overblown. Chernobyl’s 
substandard engineering doomed it 
from the start, and Three Mile Island 
- the only nuclear plant to fail on U.S. 
soil to date - cannot be connected to 
any actual deaths, according to Banner. 


The new plant would be far 
superior to either of the aforementioned 
plants, he says, and it would be located 
in a relatively remote area, buffered on 
all sides by thousands of acres of the 
Clean Energy Park. As for security, the 
storage facilities where the spent fuel 
rods are kept after use have been tested 
against the heartiest potential air attacks, 
standing firm in the face of fire. 

On the upside, we would enjoy 
hundreds of Davis Bacon- wage jobs 
over the several years it would take 
to build the plant, followed by up to a 
hundred permanent jobs that pay well 
above average for power plant work. 
In addition, more than a dozen interest 
groups organized by Banner, from local 
schools to nonprofits, would share 
in hundreds of thousands of dollars 
donated back to the community. 

The average Joe Consumer would 
stand to benefit from Banner’s proposal 
to contractually require the utility 
company that builds the plant to sell 
power generated to Pueblo residents, 
the price of which would be equal to 
the cheapest rate offered to any other 
community. Pueblo would benefit from 
the taxes the plant would push back into 
the local economy, and Banner suggests 
that the number of secondary jobs due 
to the new plant could grow into the 
hundreds. 

Another big question is water. 
We’re more or less in the middle of the 
desert here, and nuclear plants require 
water to keep the fission process under 
control. Though Mr. Banner points out 
that the volume of water needed will 
depend largely on what kind of plant 
a developer can place on the land, he 
projects that consumptive water use (the 
amount that can’t be returned directly 
to the water system) could be as low as 
125 acre-feet per year. 



CON 

It’s well and good to claim no 
lives lost during the Three Mile Island 
catastrophe, but some studies have 
projected that upwards of 5,000 will 
eventually die because of complications 
related to radiation exposure from the 
site. This is not to mention the risks to 
the livestock, land and other natural 
resources which could be affected for 
hundreds of years or more, should an 
accident happen. 

So the silos where the radioactive 
spent fuel rods are stored (on-site, by 
law, for at least sixty years) may be 
sturdy, but are we inviting terrorist 
attacks by having such materials lying 
around? And, current U.S. law requires 
that the uranium be removed from 
reactors and stored before it reaches 
weapons-grade level. This means it 
still has the potential to be converted to 
weapons-grade uranium, which seems 
to court trouble. 

Most of the construction work 
would be temporary, and yet we’d be 
left to contend with nuclear waste for 
generations. And who is responsible 
for decommissioning the plant after its 
projected 60- to 80-year life? If history 
is any indicator, the plant operators will 
walk away and leave local taxpayers 
with the bill. 

Pueblo is developing a reputation 
for being the dumping ground for power 
plants that other communities need but 
won’t build in their own back yards. 
How much of the power created will 
actually stay in Pueblo? And doesn’t 
having the plant in our county warrant a 
little bit more of a homeboy discount? 


Jobs are fine, but if folks don’t have 
water to drink, what good is economic 
development? How many hundreds or 
thousands of acres of farmland will 
dry up as a result of water purchased 
for the power plant, and how many 
agricultural jobs will dry up as a result? 
Will the water that passes through the 
plant damage the streams into which it 
is released? Is nuclear power our last, 
best hope to stem the effects of global 
warming, or are we just passing the 
problem on in another - possibly more 
dangerous - form to future generations? 
Can we afford the water? Are we even 
sure the net to Pueblo is positive when 
all is told? 

And the debate rages on. 

MY TAKE 

Comparing the proposed plant 
to the one in Japan impacted by a 9.0 
earthquake and subsequent tsunami 
really isn’t fair. Neither is in the cards 
for Pueblo. And yes, modem plants 
have many more safeguards than those 
from decades past. But aside from 
moral, safety and security arguments, 
there’s the question of what we want 
Pueblo to be. 

Will we continue to produce for 
wealthier communities what they need, 
yet refuse to provide for themselves? 
Will we use our limited water resources 
to do so, for the promise of a fleeting 
handful of jobs and some negligibly 
cheaper power? Or are we something 
more? 

Our bountiful sun and wind position 
us to be industry leaders in renewable 
energy, setting a standard that others 
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around the world will long to follow. 
Do we want to invest in decades-old 
technology that may be at its apex, or 
should we focus on developing energy 
technologies that have more potential 
without the negative environmental 
impact? 

We’ve gotten a start with the likes 
of Vestas and the proposed solar arrays 
here and in the San Luis Valley. But we 
have to believe that we’re more than 
a repository for the rest of the state’s 
undesirable industries. 

Finally, we’ve created this beat 
of need for power with our own 
unbridled consumption habits. If we’re 
really worried about what the risks of 
such power sources will be for any 
community - not just ours, the only real 
solution is to reduce consumption. 

It’s been said that the two-fold 
path to happiness includes both making 
more and needing less. Only one is a 
path that leads anywhere. We have to 
choose our own path. Q

A Shade Upgrade 


W hen I first moved to Pueblo I 
wondered if anyone let locals 
know that they live in the 
desert southwest or reminded them 
that their logo was, well, a huge sun. 
Summer afternoons with no shade 
structures and a declining canopy 
of shade trees means we generally 
have no place to hide and rest while 
playing with our little kids. At the 
very least Mineral Palace Park and 
City I^k need shade structures. I had 
visited a park in Scottsdale, AZ that 
had numerous shade structures and 
misting machines. With these assets I 
could have stayed and played all day 
with my small kids. 

The good news is that City 
Park is finally getting some shade 
structures. The city received a Great 
Outdoors Colorado Grant (funded by 


Lottery revenues) to erect four to six 
shade structures near the Kiddie rides 
and children’s playground. The plans 
include one large pavilion and four to 
five smaller structures. 

Hearing about the idea, a few 
benevolent societies and companies, 
including Glacier Construction, Black 
and Veatch, and Sun Valley Electric 
have now pitched in, donating money 
and labor, which will expand the 
project. The City hopes to use the 
donations to upgrade the project and 
purchase some decorative and child- 
friendly shade structures shaped 
like leaves and butterflies. Initial 
construction was scheduled for 
summer of 2012, but it may happen 
later this year due to the outpouring 
of local support, q

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Urban Chickens, Part Deux by ABBY KOEHLER 



L ast June, I introduced P.U.L.P. 
readers to the newest members of 
my family: Yellowface, James, The 
Rooster, and the black one (later named 
Fiona). An update: James disappeared, 
Fiona had her head stolen by a local 
resident (a fox, we think), and we ate the 
rooster. It’s been a difficult year for all 
of us. 

Thankfully, Yellowface persevered 
and now bosses around Lucky and 
Vladimir, two New Hampshire Red hens 
we acquired from the local organic farm 
A Wren’s Nest. The girls have done well 
this winter under a heat lamp. They’re 
still producing an egg a day, and we’ve 
been able to give some of these as 
Thanksgiving and Christmas presents to 
our neighbors. 

Way back when we started our 
urban chickenry adventure, we heard 
from so many people about their own 
experiences. Usually it went like, “My 
grandparents had chickens on their 
farm...” and ended with a story about 
how quirky and friendly the birds could 
be. But not always. 

For instance, one letter to P.U.L.P. 
editors that started out, “The nationwide 
resurgence of interest in backyard flocks 
has the potential to improve the lot of both 
humans and hens; by allowing happy, 
healthy chickens to produce your eggs, 
you avoid subsidizing the commercial 
egg industry, whose abuse of hens far 
outdistances the cruelty visited on other 
livestock by profit-minded agribusiness 
corporations. (Google “United Poultry 
Concerns” for more information.)” 

The author, Cate Terwilliger of 
Manitou Springs, has a point: you can 
save, if not the industry, at least yourself 
and a few birds from the evils of capitalist 
farming. I got feathered friends, loads 
of fresh eggs, and now salvation, too? 
Bonus! 

Terwilliger had another point, too: 
“Novice chicken-keepers would do well 
to avoid an impulse purchase of cute 
baby chicks. Before you take the plunge, 
first take the time to educate yourself 
about the needs of these wonderful 
animals and about the shadow side of 
the industry that produces them.” Well, 
too late for that. Guess I shouldn’t join 
PETA just yet. 

The problem, she wrote, was that 
we purchased our pullets from the local 
Big R, a national chain that gets loads of 
baby chicks delivered from commercial 


hatcheries. Those hatcheries “annually 
[kill] hundreds of thousands of male baby 
chicks because nobody wants roosters.” 

It’s true. I didn’t want a rooster. And 
not to be a stool pigeon, but I don’t think 
my neighbors would want us to want a 
rooster, either. So what should we have 
done? 

“If you want laying hens, a more 
humane - and community-minded 
option is to get started pullets (female 
hens that are a few months old) from 
a responsible local farmer. If you wish 
to experience baby chicks, the best 
method is to acquire from this farmer 
a hen who will set (not all breeds will), 
along with a clutch of fertile eggs; let 
her incubate, hatch and raise the chicks. 
If you choose this option, however, you 
must be prepared to deal responsibly 
with cockerels (young males), even if 
it means dispatching them humanely as 
meat birds when the time comes.” 

Good advice. A Wren’s Nest helped 
us add to our flock when our experiment 
wasn’t going well, and if you are 


interested in going that route, a call to 
them will get you headed in the right 
direction. 

This is a case in point about urban 
farming of any sort, whether chickens, 
a community oven, or a neighbors- 
welcome vegetable garden. The more 
you do these types of things, the more 
connected you are to your land and 
community. You experiment, you learn, 
and you talk to other people about what 
they’ve tried and their successes. 

Failures, too, are an important part 
of do-it-yourself projects. They may be 
small, as in not getting chicks from the 
best sources, or large, like forgetting 
to close the coop one night. Accepting 
that results are not 100% guaranteed 
is as much a part of the experience as 
spending money to get started - but both 
are integral parts of making this kind of 
gamble enjoyable. And, you can learn 
quite a bit about yourself and about, 
well, chickens. 

I’ve learned that you can build a very 
nice coop from instructions online; that

if they are given healthy leftovers your 
chickens can lay eggs so large they don’t 
fit in a regular egg carton. (The question 
of whether to occasionally give chickens 
leftovers containing cooked chicken has 
been hotly debated at my house.) I have 
also learned that bad eggs will float in 
water and that you can freeze unshelled 
eggs in ice cube containers for later use. 

With practice and patience, I’ve 
learned, as Terwilliger wrote, how to 
“keep your hens as happy as they’ll no 
doubt keep you.” Our next -hopefully 
happy - experiment will be raising a 
turkey. A local and sustainably-hatched 
one, of course. Q

A t one time, Pueblo was known 
primarily for its steel and green 
chile production. More recently, 
Pueblo has begun carving its name 
into a variety of other genres including 
music, art, film, and outdoor recreation. 
Mountain biking, in particular, has 
remained a Pueblo hidden gem uncovered 
mostly by a small group of locals and a 
few initially-skeptical northern neighbors 
who sought out winter riding when their 
trails were still covered with snow. 

The landscape of the Lake Pueblo’s 
South Shore is straight out of a Sergio 
Leone film or Edward Abbey novel: 
deep narrow canyons have been chiseled 
through the uplifted Cretaceous shale, 
limestone, and sandstone deposits which 
are delicately topped with fields of 
tolerant prairie grasses and meadows of 
cholla, pinon, and sagebrush. The rich 
evening sun saturates the rock adding 
vibrance to the wiry vegetation as it sets 
behind the Wet Mountains to the west, 
and illuminates Pikes Peak to the north. 
Beneath it all: the contrasting deep blue 
of the reservoir. 

The scenery isn’t the only draw; the 
variety of the nearly 40 miles of trails 
that can be ridden in a day is simply 
incredible. From beginner to expert 
mountain biker, you can find your 
pleasure. Escape civilization and slowly 
wander Don Quixote-style on rolling 
single-track through the mind-altering 
sage, juniper and cacti forests. Or, let 
adrenaline and gravity immerse you like 
an August thunderstorm. Roar down the 
dry, steep, bedrock-incised arroyos, then 
dig your spurs into your steel horse and 
push yourself to your velocity threshold 
on the serpentine shale trails that dangle 
from cliffs above the rim of Lake Pueblo. 

One evening last August, I saw 
someone in the distance along the 
horizon; it could have been Clint 
Eastwood on a horse, so I rode over to 
him. As I approached, I could see that 


it definitely wasn’t Blondie from The 
Good, the Bad, and the Ugly. He was 
grinning from ear to ear, and Blondie 
never smiles. The mountain biker told me 
he was from Pueblo, that he had lived here 
all of his life and today was his first day 
mountain biking on the South Shore. His 
excitement and energy were overflowing; 
I couldn’t help soaking it up myself. He 
didn’t need a fancy bike, amazing skills, 
or high tech gear to find that jazz. 

In contrast, I frequently see riders 
who are obviously very skilled, with 
bikes almost as expensive as my house - 
and thighs actually larger than my house, 
who show that same level of excitement 
and energy from riding a different, more 
advanced trail. Literally, everyone goes 
away happy. 

Once you have a mountain bike (see 
sidebar), finding the trails is easy. There 


are two main trailheads, one inside Lake 
Pueblo State Park and another, called the 
Red Gate, approximately one mile west 
of the State Park turnoff on highway 96. 
The advantage of the Red Gate trailhead 
is that it is free; on the other hand, by 
paying your park entrance fees, you help 
maintain and support the trails. 

You can load your bikes in a truck 
and drive to the trailheads, or ride out 
your front door and hook up with the 
Arkansas River Trail that takes you 
directly to the South Shore. It’s about 
a 10-mile ride from downtown to the 
South Shore trails via the Arkansas 
River Trail. On your way back, be sure 
to stop by the Nature Center and have a 
post-ride margarita or beer on the patio 
overlooking the river. 

Pueblo is sitting on a gold mine and 
many don’t even realize it. Q 


Southern Colorado 
Trail Builders 

After riding the South Shore, it 
might be easy to think that the trails just 
magically appeared onto the landscape, 
but plenty of handwork and dedication 
has gone into the design, construction 
and maintenance of the trail system 
over the past nine years. The Southern 
Colorado Trail Builders, a local 
volunteer group of under a dozen 
devoted members, commits numerous 
hours of hard work each year to keeping 
the trails this sweet and smooth. “We 
know it needs to be done, so we just get 
out there and get the work done,” says 
Austin Clark, an SCTB member. 

Riding the trails may make you 
feel like you’re part of a Hollywood 
Western, but helping out and being 
part of a community that believes in 
its cause is equally important. “We’re 
always looking for more volunteers,” 
says Clark. The group gathers on a 
monthly basis for a trail maintenance 
day. No tools are required, just an able 
body, positive attitude, and a desire to 
be out in nature. Grab yourself a shovel 
and get to know other mountain bikers 
by exploring and helping maintain the 
variety of terrain and trails.

BIKE CO-OP Finding a mountain bike is also easy in Pueblo. CSU-Pueblo Outdoor Pursuits has an equipment Co-op that is 
available to students, faculty, and community members. Co-op memberships only cost $25 for students, $35 for faculty, and 
$45 for community members for an entire semester! That is incredibly inexpensive! With purchase of a Co-op membership you 
have unlimited access to all outdoor equipment rentals, including high quality full-suspension and hard-tail mountain bikes. 

“Come on in, weTl get you fitted for whatever you need,” says Jamie Schoettmer, an Outdoor Pursuits worker and 
CSU-Pueblo student. Helmets and basic maintenance tips are also provided to go along with your bike, “We have a very 
knowledgeable staff” says Schoettmer. The Co-op also leads two to three group rides per semester for beginners, which include 
transportation out to the South Shore trails. 

The CSU-Pueblo Outdoor Pursuits Co-op is the ideal facility for someone just getting started and looking to test the trails 
without having to invest much money, but who still wants to ride high quality bikes. 
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Dirty Sexy Politics 
with Megan McCain

F or this issue, I was asked to 
interview Meghan McCain, 
daughter of Republican Senator 
John McCain, when she came to Pueblo as 
part of the CSU-Pueblo’s Distinguished 
Speakers Series. Why would P.U.L.P. ask 
the gay columnist to interview a popular, 
young “progressive republican,” as she 
labels herself? Simple answer: she’s 
supposedly a “gay advocate” as well. 

To prepare myself for the interview, 
I read her book Dirty Sexy Politics. Sadly, 
the more I read and the more interviews 
of her I watched, the less excited I was 
to meet her, and the more I began to 
really question why she was even titled a 
“Distinguished Speaker.” 

The night of the event, she talked 
nearly an hour about the fact that there 
is a lack of civility in the world and in 
politics, as she criticized and bashed 
the media and her own political party. 
For example, she wants the media 
to hold politicians accountable. Fair 
enough. She stated that the “bias, left- 
leaning MSNBC” doesn’t hold President 
Obama accountable for his actions.

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Equal Rights=Right Now

W hen this issue went to print, Sen- 
ate Bill 172 (Colorado Civil 
Union Act) had passed the Sen- 
ate Judiciary, Senate Finance and Senate 
Appropriations committees. It’s on its 
way to a full debate and vote in the state 
legislature. P.U.L.P. wanted to know: 
What does the bill really stand for? Why 
do we need it? 

Jessica Cook Woodrum, Communi- 
cations Manager at One Colorado, an- 
swered some of our questions about the 
pending legislation. One Colorado (one- 
colorado.org) is a statewide advocacy 
organization dedicated to securing and 
protecting equality and opportunity for 
lesbian, gay, bisexual, and transgender 
Coloradans and their families. 

P.U.L.P.: How did you get involved in 
this legislation at this particular time? 

Jessica Cook Woodrum: In early 2010, 
One Colorado conducted a survey of 
more than 4,600 LGBT Coloradans to 
ascertain the needs, priorities, and expe- 
riences of diverse LGBT communities 
throughout the state. From this survey, 
we learned that one of the top priori- 
ties of LGBT Coloradans was expand- 
ing relationship recognition for LGBT 
families. After learning this, we began 
advocating for legislation that would ex- 
pand the protections and responsibilities 
available to committed same-sex couples 
in the state. 

P.U.L.P.: What connections do you 
and your organization have with Pat 
Stedman? 

JCW: Senator Pat Steadman is an openly 
gay state Senator and has been a strong 
advocate for LGBT equality throughout 
his time in office. We are fortunate to 
have his leadership at the Capitol. As an 
organization, we have lobbied and advo- 
cated for civil unions with all of our state 
legislators, including Senator Steadman 
and Representative Ferrandino, the bill’s 
primary sponsors. 

P.U.L.P.: What is your prognosis for 
the bill, given its success in the sen- 
ate? 

JCW: We were thrilled that the bill 
passed the Senate Judiciary Committee 
with bipartisan support. We sincerely 
believe that fairness and equality are not 
a partisan issue, and Republican Sena- 


tor Roberts’ vote proves just that. We 
are optimistic that this bill will continue 
its progress through the Senate where 
all Senate Democrats are sponsors. The 
bill’s most difficult test will be in the 
House. Representative Ferrandino has 
said that he believes he has the votes in 
the House if it gets to the floor. Its pas- 
sage, then, is dependent upon which 
committee the bill is assigned. 

P.U.L.P.: Why is this an important 
civil rights / human rights issue? 

JCW: Thousands of gay and lesbian 
couples all across the state are doing the 
hard work of building strong families, 
and yet these committed couples lack 
the critical legal protections they need to 
take care of and be responsible for each 
other. We believe it’s wrong to deny 
committed couples these basic legal 
protections, and we support civil unions 
because they will ensure that all couples 
have the tools they need to take care of 
the ones they love. 

P.U.L.P.: Why now? 

JCW: Like all Coloradans, gay and les- 
bian couples around the state are wor- 
ried about keeping their jobs, making 
ends meet, and losing their health insur- 
ance. Especially in these difficult and 
uncertain economic times, gay and les- 
bian families need the security that civil 
unions provide, and legislators have a 
responsibility to ensure that all couples 
have the tools they need to provide for 
their families. 

P.U.L.P.: Why not press for equal 
marriage rights? 

JCW: The Colorado State Constitution 
defines marriage as a union between one 
man and one woman. This definition of 
marriage can only be overturned by the 
vote of the people or a decision by the 
courts — not through legislative process. 
Although One Colorado is committed to 
full equality for LGBT people, we be- 
lieve that it is critical to provide commit- 
ted couples with the basic legal protec- 
tions they need right now. 

P.U.L.P.: What is next if this bill pass- 
es? What if it doesn’t? 

JCW: No matter what happens with this 
bill, One Colorado will continue to advo- 
cate for full equality for LGBT people. 


The top three priorities identified in our 
survey of 4,600 LGBT Coloradans were 
expanding relationship recognition for 
LGBT families, creating safer schools 
for LGBT youth, and improving access 
to competent healthcare for LGBT peo- 
ple. One Colorado will continue to work 
on these issues and others that are im- 
portant to our community whether this 
legislation passes or not. 

P.U.L.P.: Have you found any surpris- 
ing partners in this process? Who are 
they? 

JCW: We have been overwhelmed with 
support from all across Colorado. In fact, 
we have built a coalition of 100 organi- 
zations representing 750,000 Coloradans 
as well as a faith coalition with more than 
130 faith leaders who have endorsed the 
bill. This broad base of support illustrates 
that civil unions are an important issue 
not just for gay and lesbian organiza- 
tions but for communities and leaders of 


faith, civil rights groups, business lead- 
ers, labor organizations, women’s rights 
groups, and public health organizations. 

P.U.L.P.: Have any legislators been 
particularly sympathetic or difficult to 
work with? Who? Can you offer any 
examples? 

JCW: Our four openly LGBT legislators 
have been exceptional champions for 
equality and are all committed to mak- 
ing civil unions a reality. Additionally, 
we are fortunate that a number of Sena- 
tors and Representatives have become 
co-sponsors of the bill and are eager to 
see it pass. 

We are also particularly thankful for 
the courageous vote of Republican Sen- 
ator Ellen Roberts of Durango. At the 
committee hearing, she spoke passion- 
ately about the need to protect children 
in LGBT families and cast a vote which 
illustrates that fairness is not a partisan 
issue. Q 
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The SISSI Conference by J.W. MARTINEZ 

Society for the Interdisciplinary Study of Social Imagery 


W ith presentation topics like 
“Why Lesbians Love Eminem” 
and “Why You Hate the 
Insane Clown Posse,” the SISSI (yes, 
pronounced like “sissy”) Conference is 
three days of playful academic jujitsu. 
Sponsored by CSU-Pueblo, SISSI, 
which stands for the Society for the 
Interdisciplinary Study of Social Imagery, 
is considered by some to be “terrifying 
alien rites,” according graduate student 
Michaela Sakamoto. This conference, 
held in Colorado Springs, is often one of 
the first academic conferences that local 
university students - both undergraduates 
and graduates - attend. And, as spooky as 
the initial experience may be, academic 
conferences are a necessary part to any 
scholarly career. 

CSU-Pueblo faculty and scholars 
from across the country participate in 
SISSI each year, too. But, for acolytes, 
presenting academic arguments in 
front of a room of brilliant people can 


be intimidating. Or, as Donna Souder, 
an assistant professor at CSU-Pueblo, 
states, “Having someone you look up to 
sitting in on your session can either be 
terrifying or awesome.” 

Being shoved away in the Ivory 
Tower for three days with nothing to 
consume but academic discourse and 
having no material concerns can be an 
intoxicating, dissociative thing that stands 
in stark contrast to the “kindergarten idea 
that teachers somehow have no life but to 
teach, and [...] may even live under their 
desks,” states participant Jene' Fletcher. 

Those who attend academic 
conferences such as SISSI get to see 
well-respected members of the academic 
community engage in critical thinking 
on the fly as they engage each other 
with questions and a diverse array of 
approaches. Participants also get to sit 
down and realize that these members 
of the academic community are, for the 
most part, professors at their respective 


institutions, and as such they walk with 
two legs, sit at tables and occasionally 
knock back a pint. 

Being shoved away

The decision for many undergraduate 
students to pursue graduate studies 


was made for them by the types of 
engagement that academic conferences 
have to offer. Diverse arrays of research 
interests are often engaged by academic 
conferences. Titles from past years’ 
presentations include “The Needle and 
the Damage Done: American Justice and 
the Technology of Death, “ “What Do 
Dead Things Eat? Monstrous Machines, 
Automata, and the Zombie Horde,” and 
an all-around favorite “ L’Eve future or 
RealDoll? Sexualized Simulacra at the 
Fin-de-siecle and Today” - introducing 
the term “teledildonic” to the lexicon of 
many of the conference participants. 

“If you have the opportunity to 
participate. Do it; be fearless. The water 
is deep, but that just makes it safe to dive 
in,” Sakamoto suggests. Q

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MEET THE ARTIST 

Trisha 

Fernandez

T risha Fernandez’s unconscious 
is on the move. The local artist, 
whose large-scale paintings were 
most recently displayed at Wireworks 
Coffeehouse, favors disregarded details 
that lie in the intricate wrinkled folds 
of the human brain. “As I go about life 
on a regular day, I am constantly doing, 
seeing, thinking, and remembering 
things without conscious knowledge of 
the enormous amounts of connections 
my mind is making,” says Fernandez. 

“I remove moments 
deemed insignificant 
by day-to-day 
consciousness 
from their context 
and place them in 
the spotlight.” 

This daily dose of experiences 
manifests on self-built stretcher bars and 
hand- stretched canvas, which Fernandez 
insists on doing herself. Portraying 
defiant close-ups of the realistic human 
figure, complemented with visible 
brush strokes and rich colors, the pieces 
capture harsh life. “My purpose is not 
to capture sentimental moments, it is 
meant to draw attention to overlooked 
details and goings-on of regular life. I 
remove moments deemed insignificant 
by day-to-day consciousness from their 
context and place them in the spotlight,” 
she says. 

In these paintings, a subtlety - 
pierced nose or stubble below a pair 
of sorrowful eyes - are not just pieces 
adding to a larger work, but the focus of 
Fernandez’s imagery. Details become 
more than what we might normally 


perceive in our everyday interactions. 
“When standing in front of a large 
canvas, it imposes itself upon you 
whether you like it or not,” she says. The 
paintings force the audience to recognize 
significant small things, their flaws, and 
emotion all at once. 

Art receptions are a means to 
introduction, inviting the public to take 
part in the artist’s creative process. 
Fernandez says her receptions have 
always been positive in Pueblo. She 
believes the art community is large for 
the size of the city, and there are plenty 
of people who appreciate and support 
these artists. 

“I feel like most of these artists are 
very encouraging to each other and of 
their creations,” she says, mentioning 
local legends like Orlin Helgoe and Tony 
the Bricklayer, as well as new faces in the 
scene like Maya Avina, Brian Palomar, 
Neely Cardinal, Bruce Hilvitz, and Alex 
Erskine. “There is amazing new talent 
constantly popping up in this town,” she 
says. 

Some artists and writers create so 
that they will be remembered, for the 
lasting effect of their pieces. Fernandez’s 
view on this frequently ego-centered 
ritual is more rhetorical: “I don’t think 
of painting as a sort of catharsis, but as 
more of a way of creating an experience 
or a dialogue between the artists and 
the viewer through an inanimate object 
whereby both the creator and the 
viewer bring value to the experience.” 
Importance placed on both artist and 
viewer signifies that without someone 
to interpret it, art may not exist as art. 
This relationship manifests clearly in 
her pieces, inviting the viewer to stand 
closely, close enough to see the brush 
strokes, nose to the canvas, entering 
into a conversation that they might have 
otherwise missed.

■V t first, the Navajos’ agreement with 
the United States in the 1940s to 
A A support the war effort by allowing 
mining companies to enter their mineral- 
dense reservation lands in the American 
Southwest and dig for vanadium, a sub- 
stance essential for producing steel armor, 
seemed like a sound decision. The tribe 

a 1949 Denver Post article, Pasternak clar- 
ifies the dangers: “Radioactive particles 
inside the body could cause lung cancer 
and leukemia... and might contribute to 
stillbirths, deformities, and sterility.” 

The hazards of uranium were known 
and documented, but this didn’t seem to 
concern the companies mining on Navajo

When the Cold War began to wane 
and the booming demand for nuclear 
weapons materials fizzled, the mining

was applauded by the U.S. government 
for their patriotism and was assured by 
the mining companies that an abundance 
of money and jobs would be pumped into 
their impoverished communities. 

When World War Two reached its 
explosive conclusion with the atomic 
bombing of Hiroshima and Nagasaki, 
the Navajos learned that they had un- 
knowingly played a significant role in 
the event. It came to light that one of the 
companies mining on their land was ac- 
tually a group secretly working for the 
notorious Manhattan Project. Rather than 
vanadium, the bogus mining company 
had really been focusing their efforts on 
hauling away from the reservation’s me- 
sas the highly-coveted element uranium, 
a vital ingredient for nuclear weapons. 

In the following decades, especially 
during the Cold War years, more compa- 
nies came to extract uranium, or “yellow 
dirt” as the Navajos called it, cashing in 
on the growing nuclear market. The com- 
panies all extended the same promises: 
wealth and good jobs, as well as a pledge 
to take care of the tribe’s land and return 
it virtually unscathed. For the Navajo 
people, these offers seemed too good to 
be true. As it turned out, they were. 

In her nonfiction book, Yellow Dirt: 
An American Story of a Poisoned Land 
and a People Betrayed , journalist Judy 
Pasternak writes about the years of ura- 
nium mining on the reservation: “All 
that time, the Navajos dug up uranium, 
happy for the blessing of steady jobs and 
all that their new wages could buy.... 
They had little concept of its capacity to 
wreck their health until too late, when 
‘yellow dirt’ had crept into every aspect 
of their daily lives: their homes, their 
drinking water, their playgrounds, even 
their garbage dumps.” 

Uranium mining is a hazardous oc- 
cupation, as workers exposed to radiation 
face serious health consequences. Citing 


land. Health officials, on the other hand, 
were gravely concerned. Cautioning 
the companies, officials detailed simple 
methods for protecting the Navajo min- 
ers: “Improving ventilation... wetting 
down the rocks while drilling, in order to 
keep down the dust; giving respirators to 
the workers; mandating daily showers, 


and leaving behind unsealed radioac- 
tive mines and piles of toxic waste scat- 
tered across the land. For the Navajos, 
the residual devastation would stretch 
across generations, with subsequent de- 
cades marked by widespread radiation 
and heavy metal contamination, ruinous 
illnesses and deformities, as well as nu-

merous court battles for waste clean-up 
and adequate compensation. 

Pasternak’s impressive, compas- 
sionate journalism stands out in Yel- 
low Dirt, making this disturbing story a 
piercing, haunting read. Q

A s far as Google can tell, peliculas 
is ‘films’ in Spanish. As far as I 
can tell, that’s about the only de- 
scriptor that covers the breadth of films 
around town this month delivered in that 
language. 

From horror to drama to comedy, all 
genres are covered by the final month of 
CSU-Pueblo’s Spanish Movie Nights. 
The series runs Wednesdays through 
April 20 at 7pm in the Psychology build- 
ing, room 147. The February and March 
showings have covered directors Pedro 
Almodovar {Todo sobre mi madre / All 
About My Mother) and Guillermo del 
Toro {El laberinto del fauno /Pan s Lab- 
yrinth ), two of my favorites.

April’s offerings begin with El Orfa- 
nato / The Orphanage , an electric and 
psychological ghost story set in a remote 
orphanage for disabled children. There 
is something terror-ific about Spanish 
horror flicks. It isn’t the mystery or the 
gore. It’s more that the films are an in- 
dictment of ourselves as humans and the 
fascinating and awful acts we commit 
against each other. Which, of course, is 
terrifying. 

On a somewhat lighter note across 
town, Cine Mexicano at the Rawlings 
library has a monthly showing of film 
classics. Mexican idol Pedro Infante is 
often the star of these movies, though 


there have been a few family-friendly 
pictures featuring musical comedian 
Cantinflas (who, wouldn’t you know, 
won a 1956 Golden Globe for Best Ac- 
tor in a Musical Comedy). It’s all about 
the Golden Age of the cinema of Mexico 
the last Tuesday of the month in the In- 
foZone New Museum. Next up on April 
26 at 6:30pm is Sobre Las Olas {Over 
the Waves), a Pedro Infante film about 
Mexican composer Juventino Rosas and 
his struggle with alcoholism. 

You can’t beat pelicula clasica, 
of course, but movie lovers should be 
happy to note that contemporary foreign 
cinema opportunities will continue at 
the university. The English and Foreign 
Languages Department, in conjunction 
with the Language Center, plans to bring 
in films in French, Italian, and German. 
These are the languages that are offered 
at CSU-Pueblo currently and so the film 
series will be part of a course titled Con- 
temporary Cinema held every semester. 
While enrolled students will pay tuition, 
interested community members can 
watch for free - and they don’t have to 
write a paper afterward.

If Jesus had a sense of humor he would devour fresh 
limbs while watching this. It has romance, intrigue, references to all the great 
films, and a Queen song. Simon Pegg and Edgar Wright restored my faith.

T he Impossible Players kicked 
off their forty-fifth season of 
community theater with the John 
Patrick play, Roman Conquest. This 
hilarious story takes place in an intimate 
apartment in the city of Rome with two 
American girls in search of adventure 
and artistic inspiration. 

Some of the most seasoned thespians 
in the Pueblo arena were featured, such 
as James Asbury, Lara Craddock, Mark 
Duvall, Marvin Hays and Ken Thompson. 
Several new faces complemented these 
veterans of stage. David Browder, Molly 
McGuire and Kristin Stewart held their 
own in this romping comedy. Randall 
Martella reintroduced himself to theater 
after a fifteen-year hiatus as the Naked 
Old Man. 

Comedy is difficult and requires an 
attentive cast to come together and work 
as a single unit in order to pull off proper 
comedic timing. Roman Conquest had all 
the fun and misunderstanding of a really 
good episode of “Three’s Company.” It 
flaunted romance, a charming prince and 
a naked man swinging bottles of wine 
from the ceiling. 

It must have been a challenge for 
new director, Brandi Gamer, and assistant 
director, Tracey Mattoon-Amos, to keep 
up with all the precise chaos of this 
play.

After nearly a 
half-century of stellar performances, it

Perhaps we assume that they 
will always be there, much like people 
thought the omnipotent empire of Rome 
would always be there. The one thing 
this community theater needs above all 
else is community. 

Upcoming this season, the Imps will 
be giving you French period romance, 
outlandish comedy and flesh-eating 
zombies. So instead of spending nine 
bucks on a ticket at Tinsletown, why not 
get your entertainment live and local? 

It’s not the Coliseum, but you won’t be 
able to tell. Q

The Myth of Logik: 

A Name By Any Other Beat 


I have to confess that I haven’t at- 
tended a legitimately live hip-hop 
performance in years. I walk into 
The Senate Bar on March 8th and catch 
a few guys collectively called The Myth 
of Logik. They’re performing with the 
likes of B. Dolan, The Pirate Signal 
and Bullhead*ded. 

I arrive just as The Myth of Logik 
takes the stage. Visual artists represent- 
ing graffiti style on canvas kick it in the 
comer. The crowd of about forty-five is 
spread throughout the venue, and an oc- 
casional head pops into the music hall to 
bop. 

The first thing I notice about TMOL 
is their garb: baggy, comfortable to own 
the stage and one of them is wearing a 
bomber hat. Like the dance of boxing, 
they walk around on stage, working the 
space with jumps and body lunges to 
keep up with the beats that are being 
thrown down. 

I like the world of music. You can 
pick your own name, and you don’t 
have to answer to anybody. If Td kept 
with beatboxing after school instead of 
Shakespeare, I could still be called WiZ- 
Zer (shout-out to my peeps from middle 
school). 



The DANKlife (beat, MC), Mikey 
Rox (beat, MC), Booger (MC) and Con 
(MC) sync smoothly. There is a fifth mem- 
ber, Chato. He’s not here tonight, and 
I’m not sure if he is still with the group. 
Together for only a year, according to 
Booger, I can tell this group has been liv- 


ing it longer in their separate lives. Each 
of them brings a talent that coalesces and 
accentuates the other. 

Booger ’s authoritative talk-MCing 
is the perfect match for Con’s deeper 
pipes. As a group, they rap about fight- 
ing for yourself everyday. Introspection, 
religion and esoteric metaphors are com- 
mon. TMOL seem to take real life shit 
and spin it so that you’re left feeling em- 
powered. 

The night reminds me of growing up 
on the eastside of Pueblo. Cypress Hill 


is still my go-to hip-hop legend. I know 
when I hear good hip-hop. TMOL’s 
skilled MCing and precision beats warm 
up the audience for an evening of power- 
ful acts. 

Check out TMOL’s ReverbNation 
and Facebook pages. These guys are pas- 
sionate about their message and local un- 
derground hip-hop. I’m drawn to their 
sampling of classical operas with lyrical 
themes of religion, human nature (both 
good and bad, like murder and justice) 
and their message that everyone answers 
to their own myth and logic. TMOL’s mix 
of the celestial with the blunt force of their 
MCing and lyrics is provocative. 

While you’re looking up these guys 
online, check out American Mourning. 
This indie punk band rocks both cov- 
ers and originals. Releasing their first 
demo CD at the beginning of the year, 
American Mourning is El Jefe Clawson, 
SeZor Jimmy Fountain, Dr. Shanon 
Sinclair and Sir John of Bueno. 

Seriously now, why didn’t anybody 
tell me to stick to music? WiZ to the 
iZZer, por vida!

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Evolution and cannabis — 
human biain is hard-wired to 
experience marijuana’s highs

I f you are still wondering whether 
humans were intended to enjoy 
and benefit from marijuana’s main 
psychoactive ingredient, THC, pick up a 
copy of Michael Pollan’s bestseller “The 
Botany of Desire.” Pollan, a contributor 
to The New York Times, should be 
required reading for anyone weighing 
the pros and cons of marijuana’s 
booming new acceptance, both as a 


medicine and perhaps further down the 
line as a recreational drug. I stumbled 
across it while researching my own 
book on medical marijuana, and this is 
one of the best I’ve found explaining the 
drug’s affect on the human brain. Most 
fascinating to me is the revelation that the 
brain is pre- wired to accept cannabinoids, 
the active ingredients in cannabis of 
which THC is one. Just as the brain has 


receptor cells for endorphins, serotonin 
and other chemical compounds, so too 
are there cells specially designed to pair 
with cannabinoids to unlock certain 
mental functions. 

Here’s the gist, in Pollan’s words: 

In 1988, Allyn Howlett, a researcher 
at the St. Louis University Medical 
School, discovered a specific receptor 
for THC in the brain — a type of nerve 
cell that THC binds to like a molecular 
key in a lock, causing it to activate. 
Receptor cells form part of a neuronal 
network; the brain systems involving 
dopamine, serotonin and the endorphins 
are three such networks. When a cell in a 
network is activated by its chemical key, 
it responds by doing a variety of things: 
sending a chemical signal to other cells, 
switching a gene on or off, or becoming 
more or less active. Depending on the 
network involved, this process can trigger 
cognitive, behavioral or psychological 
changes. Howlett ’s discovery pointed 
to the existence of a new network in the 
brain. 

The cannabinoid receptors Howlett 
found showed up in vast numbers all over 
the brain (as well as in the immune and 
reproductive systems) though they were 
clustered in regions responsible for the 
mental processes that marijuana is known 
to alter: the cerebral cortex (the locus of 
higher-order thought), the hippocampus 
(memory), the basal ganglia (movement), 
and the amygdala (emotions). Curiously, 
the one neurological address where 
cannabinoid receptors didn’t show up 
was in the brain stem, which regulates 
involuntary functions such as circulation 
and respiration. This might explain the 
remarkably low toxicity of cannabis and 
the fact that no one is known to have ever 
died from an overdose. 

On the assumption that the human 
brain would not have evolved a special 
structure for the express purpose 
of getting itself high on marijuana, 
researchers hypothesized that the brain 
must manufacture its own THC-like 
chemical for some as-yet-unknown 
purpose. ...In 1992, some thirty years 
after his discovery of THC, Raphael 
Mechoulam (working with a collaborator, 
William Devane) found it: the brain ’s own 
endogenous cannabinoid. He named it 
“ anandamide, ” from the Sanskrit word 
for (< inner bliss. ” 

So there you have it. Not only is part 
of the brain designed specifically to react 
to cannabinoids like THC, but it produces 
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its own in order to achieve effects similar 
to smoking marijuana, including pain 
relief, sedation, impairment of short-term 
memory and cognitive befuddlement. (It 
should be noted that THC is far stronger 
and longer-lasting than anandamide, 
exaggerating and prolonging the effects 
of the naturally occurring chemical.) 
Why would the brain want to do this to 
itself? 

Pollan (and the scientists he 
consulted with) have a few theories, the 
most intriguing of which is as a natural 
curative for the “routine slings and 
arrows of life.” Not only is pain dulled 
(such as during childbirth; there are 
cannabinoid receptors in the uterus) but 
quickly forgotten. 

Another possibility is that the brain 
equips us with the natural ability to be 
amused and excited by our surroundings, 
that it allows us (through the activation 
of these cannabinoid receptors) to forget 
what we know, however mildly, and see 
the world anew from time to time through 
the lens of suspended knowledge and 
rediscovery. As anyone who has ever 
been high knows, this is one of the main 
pleasures of the experience — hearing a 
song as if for the first time, appreciating 
textures and colors more fully, being 
much more intimately aware of one’s 
tactile surroundings. 

Such experiences might seem like a 
waste of time to those who rail against 
marijuana as the “devil’s weed,” but 
evolution apparently considered them 
valuable enough to develop an entire 
neural network devoted to their pursuit. 

And who’s to argue with your own 
brain? ©
